By September of 
1067, beef imports Into the 
U.S. for the first six months 
, were up by 68% over the 
same period in 1966. 

■ Cattlemen in North 
America in 1967 were 
finally seeing more 
light at the end of the 
tunnel. So were their 

tlooBin the U.S. in 1967 
were the best they had 
been in six years and 
cow prices had im¬ 
proved, in many In¬ 
stances by as much as 
8100 a head. Latin 
American cattlemen 
were especially reliev¬ 
ed by the price Im¬ 
provement for beef in 
■ the North American 
market. 

But Australia's dumping 
oibeef on the U.S. had all 
cattlemen on this continent 
i banned and so legislation 
5 first introduced in 1067 
fo control beef imports into 
I the U.S. . 

This legislation was

attached to a farm bill 
before the U.S. Senate.

A nationwide attack by u 
variety of bugs and pests 
may provide the foot in the 
door for agriculture in 
battling back against the 
swarm of radical environ¬ 
mentalists that have pla¬ 
gued producers over the lasL 
decade. 

Grasshoppers, in what is 
the worst infestation in 20 


years, lend the list of bugs, 
followed by fire nuts, gypsy 
moths, .Inpanose beetles 
nnd ticks. All of these pests 
huvQ been controlled fairly 
well in the past by a variety 
of pesticides, which are not 
now available or can be used 
in limited cases. Direct 
damage from the pests will 
reach into the millions, and 
long term damage from the 
summer of 1078 into 


probably billions of dollars. 

Congress passed the 
Federal Insecticide. Fungi¬ 
cide and Rodenticide Act in 
1972 to the applause of the 
radical environmentalists. 
But the legislation has 
proven so restrictive, it's 
been bugs 1. agriculture 0, 
this summer. The outcry 
over means of controlling 
pests soon found its way 
back to Congress, and it 


appears a series of amend¬ 
ments may he in order. 

In fact, several have 
cl on red a Senate-House 
conference committee and 
will apparently become law 
9oon. They will reduce the 


Environmental Protection 
Agency's power over pesti¬ 
cides by letting the indivi¬ 
dual states decide on the 
merits of each situation.

House unit passes countercyclical import bill 


The House ways, and 
means committee has ap¬ 
proved 22 to 10 a bill that 
would amend the U.S. meat 
import law by applying a 
countercyclical formula in 
determining beef and veal 
import quotas. 

The bill would Increase 
meat imports over a 10 year 
period , above levels sped-, 
fled by current law. The 
countercyclical formula, 
however, would lower meat 
imports at a time when U.S. 


beef production is high and 
cattle prices are low. 

As a result, the formula in 
the House-passed bill would 
boost the amount of meat 
that could enter the U.S. in 
1979 to 1.693 billion pounds 
and In 1980 to 1.768 billion 
pounds. 

National Cattlemen's 
Assn, vice president for 
governmental affairs Bill 
McMillan said NCA likes 
most of the provisions of the 
ways and means committee 


bill. He said, however, NCA 
Is opposed to a provision in 
the House bill that would 
not allow meat imports in 
any year to fall below 1,2 
billion pounds. • 

In addition to setting a 
countercyclical formula for 
determining meat import 
levels and placing a 1,2 
billion pound floor on 
annual meat import quotas, 
the bill lirnita the Presi¬ 
dent's discteUqnary author¬ 
ity over meat Import levels. 


The-bill would permit the 
President to either raise ot 
lower meat import quotas 
by only 10% from levels 
established by the law only 
if specified' economic condi¬ 
tions took place. Under 
present law, the President' 
has wide discretion to 
• suspend meat import quo¬ 
tas. . 1 

The House . bill also 
requires that beef produced 
.from live cattle imports be 
included in the quantity,

.- Howard Hjort, USDA’s 
ec6nomic8 director, said 
depressed com prices that 
c mud result from the large 
er^p might encourage live-’ 
•feck producers to feed and 
Sfobgbter heifers that ordi¬ 


narily would be held for 
rebuuding of herds. 

If this occurs, Hjort said, 
beef supplies will increase 
fa the latter part of 1979 and 
beef prices will decline. 
However, the decline will be 
brief, for as the supply of 
slaughtered cattle diminish¬ 
es prices will rise again. 

There is potential in the 
expected record com crop 
situation, Hjort said, for the 
start of a "yo-yo pattern (in 
livestock) rather than a 
smooth transition."

EVIDENCE DEVELOPED OF A rising interest by 
retailers in beef with mild sLrength in prices noted as Labor 
Day drew nearer.
